In 
fonuoi' nlticlca ■wo pointed out tho 
practical inapplicability of tho duid 
BJBtom to this Province, however uuob- 
jeotionableib might be on principle. 
<Eho impossibility of ouo filling a local 
gad. A Federal scat iJecnn.'GS moro and 
juoro apparent with tho lapse of tijno 
— as the Pai-liamontaiy KeuKoii is ap- 
proaohod. Tho assurauco of tlio 
Ministry lias bocu given that tho Ijocal 
Parliament will not be called together 
for the dispatch of bufjiuess Boonor 
than tho luiddlo of Dccomber. How 
long it will bo })ostpojiod boju^ud that 
date niixfltdeiiond upon cii'cmnHtaiicoH. 
We Jcuow that Parhament is seldom 
convened at tho diile first named. For 
the purposes of the present discussion, 
however, wo will give tho Diialist.s tho 
full benefit of tho doubt, and proceed 
upon tho assumption tliat tJio Local 
Parliament will meet on tho 15th chiy 
of I>eoenO>Brj'<nv rather, tho 16th, the 
15th falling on Sunday. On tho 17th 
His Excellency tlio Lieutenant Go'i cni- 
or delivers tho "Spcueh from the 
Throne." Old Puthor Clu-istnias 
comes hobbling along before tho House 
c<in possibly get to work.

It is highly pos- 
sible that ;it-ipay< bo ' convened at an 
earlier date ; but hero again wo give 
the DualistSjthe benetit of every doubt. 
iKtook BiX'Wseks to reach Ottawa last 
year. There is no guarantee that it 
■will take less this year; yet we desire tn 
keep -within the linait of fact*, and will 
therefore, writo it dowji four weeks. It

— I do think it impor- 
tant fU)a>'!iP>le>'^i^ff session it is eBpeci~- 
ally 80. Under ordinary circums'oancos, 
it is a great advantage to a roprescnta- 
tivo, especially from a distant Prov- 
ince like IJritiflh Coliunliia whoro bo 
much hnn to l^o created, an it v/nrc>, to 
bo at the Federal Capital soino time 
before Paidifiment -opens. It enables 
him_to get better acquainted with 
parties, and to ma'ke B«ch roprosonta- 
tions to Ministers respecting tiu! wants 
of his constituents before the Estimates 
sliall have been irrevocably formed as 
may toll materially upon tho appropri- 
ations. The veriest novice iji politicH 
knows how much moi-e difficult it is to 
alter tho Estimates, once they come be- 
fore the "House, than to exert an influ- 
ouco upon their formiition. It often hap- 
pou» in this way that a uionilior can nc- 
compliBh uAoro real good for luHjoonstitu- 
cuta 'in i bonpio of weeks boforo t)io 
House opens toon during tho whole sos- 

Dualist — I admit the force of yonr oi)- 
Borvfttious; but wliy oxci'jjtioimlly iui- 
portant.itt respect of this ceniiuKaosftion ? 

Anti-Duamht — In tliis way: Tho Gov- 
ornmeiit m^'ota a now Parfiamont; and 
thorn is every probability that a trial of 
tho strougth of-p&rtiSiT will take place at 
tho bcgiuniufj of the session. 'Tho Sir 
.Tohn A. MiviMlonald ndminiKtratioii iinfi a 
right to oipe{^t that when the hour of trial 
arrives every liritinh Cohimhian reproscn- 
tativo will 1)0 at his post. Ti> he iU)Hent 
would 1)0 alike iinjiiBt to tlio Gov(}rnnieut 
and to British Ooluinhia.

Anti-Dualist. — lam free to confims 
that I do not. I am rathor dispOHod to 
coniMir in tho view.s so forcibly oxpreHsed 
last session by Mr. Bobert.sou, INfr. Bobort 
Hniith and Mr. Boavon. As they well 
said, tho duties of tho two positions wore 
essentially diflforettt and mnst often oon- 
tlict, — for cmo man to attompi, lo fdl botli 
wan like trying to servo two mwtors. It 
may at any timo become tho duty of tho 
Local Logislaturo to fight tlui Federal 
Favliamont for tho just rights of tho I'ro- 
vinco.

ANrr-Dj;ALiST. — TJuf|iiestionably, even 
were it poHsililo for tho samo set to dis- 
oharge tho double functu>us, which I 
havo already shown it is not. I do not 
mind telling you, oonlidontially, what my 
own ojiinion i.s of thosa who aspire to liU 
tho double position.

Thoy havo 
worked thomsolvos up to boliovo thftt 
(Miiuigh of men fit to fill the single posi- 
tidiirj cannot bo found in tho country; and, 
theroforn, they, rare, preeiouH souls, must 
till tlie (lul)le jxiHition, — all out of pure pa- 
triotism, you know ! And ,now, fimliug tho 
ourront of jniblic oj>inion Hotting in 
ligain.st dual representation, they havo ro- 
oourso to tho usual electioneering dodgo 
of saying, "lu tho event of my election 
to the Coinmons, it being tho wish of niy 
constituents, I shall resign my seat in tlio 
Local H<)UK(>." Tho dodge might Vio 
elovor if it wore not so transparent. How 
ur(> tho wishes of tho constituents to bo 
ascortained after election ? How are they 
to bo aacortaiuod in timo to avert tlio 
evils of tho diud cheat ? Onco (^loctod to 
the Commons for five years, with three 
j'enrs ,'*till to run in the Local Tjegislature, 
what amouut of evidence would bo ne- 
cessary to convince an amliitious politician 
tliat it was tho wish of hhi constituents 
that lie should resign ? I tell you, friend, 
it is impossible to conceive of any intelli- 
gent oonstitncncy really wishing a rcprc- 
sontrttivo to attempt to fill the double po- 
sition upon any other ground than that 
tho ])i'oplo like t<i he huml)Ugged; and it 
can h.ardly be posi^ible that any constitn- 
oncy in the Province would- enjoy tho 
process at a timo when the interests to bo 
guarded in both Houses are so very im- 
portant. British Columbia has plenty of 
mon woll-fltted to fill every seat to which 
sho is entitled. Let her see to it tht>t 
every seat is filled by a good man and 
truo.

She then proceeded to tho 
Bonth ond of Queen Charlotte's ■whore tho 
Ijaakoets wore accused of Laving shot 
nu Indian belonging to nnothor tribo and 
stolon a pot of grease. The Lask(\>t 
Chiefs came al)()ftrd and woo phuv-d 
■nnder arrest with Hcntrio.s over Ihiuu. One 
old follow leaped on a gnu and Bliout.ed 
to his people still on slioro to fly. They 
nttompted to leave in canoes, but -were 
foroetl to remain and a number of their 
canoes Boized by tho Boxer and taki^n 
over to Motlnkatlah, whoro }\ir. Diinean 
■will a<ljuBt the difficulty and arrange the 
amount of compensation wliich they will 
bare to pay tho injured Indian, rnmi 
Motlakatlah tho Scout and Boxer returned 
to^Slceenamouth, where the Chiefs had 
mean^while aBBomblod, and whoro thoy 
cftHio aboard for a "talk" with tho Lioiit. 
OoYornor. Thoy represented tlnit ilioir 
lioartH woro good towards tlio white Itien; 
but that thoy had .sufTorod grevions 
■wrong by the loan of wix of tludr trib(i and 
the destruction of their village. Tho 
GoTemor. explained to them that both 
ocourrene'es -woro the result of acci- 
douta and told them that they should 
thiw ttmo rccoivo a money coniix n- 
aation for their losses. In future, 
however, thoy must remember that 
if they annoyed or iuterforeil with tlio 
■whites in any way thoy would be Hovondy 
doilt -with. Sis hundred dollars was thou 
di-vicled among tho chiefs, and thoy fne.l 
off their muskets and sant^ songs expros- 
jiivn of their love for tho wbit(!s. A njnu- 
ber of tho big guns ofllie Seoul were tircMl 
off at targots, the shot and shell as thoy 
crushed through the trei>rt or riccjchetted 
thrpngh.tho water soemiug to impress tho 
Barages Very forcibly with an idea of t he 
power of tlio whites. Tho ships of war 
also risitfld Naas Eivnrund saw llev. ]Mr. 
Tomlinson, who ropiu-ted that au Indian 
liad killed two klooohnion Bonii! time bo- 
foro; but tho mnnleror could not lie :iO- 
curod. Tho Scout and Boxer snili'd for 
"Viotoria on Thursday last and Llio Jioxer 
stopped en rente to ascertain if all things 
aro'right at Bute Inlet. At Nanaimo 
Capt. Spalding, who aecom]ianied tho ox- 
podition, landed. His Exccdlenoy and Jlr. 
McCreight aro in excellent health and 
aeepl highly gratitiod with the result of 
their trip.
